Ordered in Shooting of Gift Bearer

MARIETTA—A psychiatric ex- 
amination will be made Thursday 
to determine the sanity of a 
Mableton man who shot down a 
church worker bringing him a 
Thanksgiving basket. 


The man, Ernest Crowe of 
Mableton, who gave his age as 
81, and his unmarried twin 
daughter, Dessie, 28, were both 
held without bail in the Cobb 
County jail under charges of as- 
sault with intent to murder. 


The charges will be dropped 
and a lunacy hearing convened to 
commit them to a mental institu- 
tion if the psychiatric examina- 
tion shows them to be of unsound 
mind, Sol. Gen. Luther Hames 
said. 


The church worker, Mrs. Charles 
Petree, 32, of Austell, was in sat- 
isfactory condition in the Austell 
Hospital after removal of a .22- 
caliber bullet which penetrated 
her back, striking a rib, and nar- 
rowly missed her heart. She was 
under sedation and was allowed 
no visitors. 

Crowe fired an automatic rifle 
from his shabby three-room shack, 
hitting Mrs. Petree as she deliv- 
ered a basket of fruit, candy 
and cake to him Tuesday night. 
Mrs. Petree and her neighbor, 
Mrs. James Howell, brought the 
Thanksgiving gifts from the 
Friendship Baptist Church. 
BEGGED HIM TO STOP 


The women dropped the holiday 
basket—a chocolate cake, a bag 
of peppermints, six apples, two 
bananas, and six oranges—out- 
side Crowe’s barricated door. 


As Mrs. Petree lay wounded and 
bleeding, Mrs. Howell pleaded for 
him to stop firing. 

“‘We’ve come from the church,” 
she cried, “to bring you some 
Thanksgiving gifts. Please stop 
shooting.” 
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The posse could hear the old 
man and the daughter crying and 
thought they were ready to sur- 
render. But they weren't. 


As the officers moved in, a bat- 
tery of bullets from Crowe's .22 
automatic made them fall to the 
ground, dodge and duck to safety. 
The daughter fled into a woods 
behind the shack. She slept in 
the woods overnight and was 
caught hiding in a patch of weeds 
nearby Wednesday morning. 


BLAMED “ENEMIES” 

Officers charged the shack and 
grabbed the man when he ex- 
hausted his ammunition. 


“I didn’t .Kknow y'all’ was the 
police,” apologized Crowe, when 
Deputy Jesse Cooper and Clark- 
dale Policeman H. P. (Buck) 
Craft snapped handcuffs on him. 


Looking at his shaggy brown 
dog, “Scrap,” Crowe explained ‘to 
the posse he thought they were 
some of the neighbors “‘who had 
been threatening to kill me.” 

“I was scared to death,” 


Crowe said. ‘‘I shore didn't know 
I had done shot that woman, It 
was all a mistake. She and all 
them ladies from the church who 
bring me something to eat are 
my best friends.” 


BASKET SENT TO JAIL 


Mrs. Petree and Mrs. Howell 
and other members of the Wom- 
en’s Missionary Society of the 
Friendship Church were dis- 
tributing the Thanksgiving gifts 
to the needy, and had just a few 
more packages yet to deliver 
when the strange shooting inci- 
dent erupted. 


The remaining baskets were de- 
livered to other destitute persons 
in the area Wednesday. The 
basket dropped outside Crowe’s 
shack was picked up and brought 
to him in his jail cell, where he 
couldn’t quite realize the quick 
chain of events he had set off. In 
another cell, Dessie, who is one 
of his four daughters, was de- 
livered her bit of Thanksgiving 
gifts from the Women’s Mis- 
sionary Society, too.

State Highway Chairman Roy F. Chalker plans to 
continue publication of his political newspaper—The 
Georgia Recorder—after he leaves office with the Grif- 
fin administration in January. 


In fact, Chalker says he will 
play a more active role in the 
operation of the weekly paper 
when he is no longer a state of- 
ficial. 


Chalker’s paper, which began 
publication in the summer of 
1957, carried an impressive line- 
up of paid advertising in its early 
editions. 

The Christmas week edition in 
1957, for example, carried more 
than 80 individual paid advertise- 
ments. 


GRADUAL DROP 


But the advertising dropped off 
gradually as the Griffin admin- 
istration neared its end. 


The current edition of the Re- 
corder carries only 28 paid ads. 


Chalker announced at the out- 
set that he would not accept ads 
from highway contractors. But 
major space buyers have been 
highway construction firms, such 
as those selling concrete and 
asphalt, and road equipment 
dealers. 


Many advertisers have profited 
directly or indirectly from busi- 
ness with the State Highway De- 
partment. 


Two of the most consistent ad- 
vertisers in the Recorder have 
been the Georgia Machinery Co. 
of Atlanta and the Walker Con- 
crete Pipe Co. of McRae. 


One of the owners of Georgia 
Machinery Co. is James Pippin, 
a close friend of Gov. Griffin. 
The Walker Concrete Pipe Co. is 
operated by Telfair County Sher- 
iff John B. Walker and his sons, 
friends of the administration. 


Chalker insists that he person- 
ally has never solicited advertis- 
ing for the paper and has never 
sought to attract advertising 
through his relationship with the 
Highway Department. 


INDIRECT RESULT 


However, he concedes that some 
of the paper’s business probably 
resulted indirectly from his con- 
nection with the Highway Board. 


“Almost any newspaper pub- 
lished receives some advertising 
of an institutional nature that is 
calculated to have its effect upon 
the editor and/or the publisher as 
well as the readers,” Chalker de- 
clared. “Every newspaper pub- 
lisher knows that.’ 


Chalker attributes part of the 
advertising decline in recent 
months to the lack of solicitation 
by the agency that represents the 

ecorder. 


But in spite of the drop in busi- 
ness, Chalker says the paper has 
averaged a small profit since it 
was begun. All profits, he said, 
have been turned over to the Scot- 
tish Rite Hospital. He will con- 
tinue this policy until he retires 
from his state post in January. 


MORE ACTIVE 


When he does step out of office, 
Chalker says he plans to take a 
more active part in the operation 
and editing of the paper. Al- 
though he has the title of editor 
and publisher, Chalker has limited 
his activity so far largely to writ- 
ing a front-page column. 


“I want to make it make its 
own way,” Chalker said. ‘I don’t 
care about it making any money.” 


Chalker will operate the Re- 
corder as an adjunct to the 
Waynesboro True Citizen, a suc- 
cessful weekly newspaper that he 
has owned for several years. 
Chalker is'a former president o 
the Georgia Press Assn.

firms under control of persons 
of Jewish birth or faith. 


At the same time, it was 
learned the defense has issued 
subpoenas to Jack Tarver, presi- 
dent and general manager of At- 
lanta Newspapers, Inc., and Edi- 
tor Jack Spalding of The Atlanta 
Journal, requiring production of 
similar financial records. 


The subpoenas also call for

Union Bid | 
Is Rejected 
By TWA 


CHICAGO (UPI) — Trans World 
Airlines turned down a union's | 
strike - settling offer Wednesday 
and Teamsters boss James R. 
Hoffa took a hand in the nation’s 
other major air walkout. 


The twin strikes against TWA 
and Eastern Air Lines appeared 
certain to last through the Thanks- 
giving holiday-season, when an es- 
timated 150,000 Americans had 
planned to travel by air. Airline 
sources figured one third of the 
nation’s domestic airliners were 
grounded during one of the year’s 
busiest travel periods. | 
LAST MINUTE | 

Strikes against American Air- 
lines and National Airlines were 
staved -off at the last minute, al- 
though 1,491 American pilots may 
walk ous after Friday. Eastern 
was also battling to get a court 
order ending its three - day - old 
strike by flight engineers and maz- | 
chinists. 


But his hopes for a letup in the 
Thanksgiving air jam took a nose 
dive when TWA refused to accept 
a “compromise” propdsal {rom 
nearly 7,000 machinists who have 
been on strike for six days. 

NO COMPROMISE 

TWA headquarters. at Kansas 
City said the offer from the In- | 
ternational Assn. of Machinists | 
was no compromise at all, but 
“simply reduced to writing the 
offer made to the company last 
Saturday and which was found un- 
acceptable.”’ |

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The union offer, made late Tues- | 
day, actually increased some of 
the IAM’s demands, the TWA 
spokesman..said. He indicated the 
proposal made no mention of the 
key issue of job classification. 


PROSPECTS ALIVE 


Prospects for a TWA settlement 
remained alive, however, as com- 
pany and union negotiators con- 
tinued to: meet through the day. 


On the other major strike front, 
an important new figure appeared 
in the walkout of 550 flight engi- 
neers and 7,500 mechanics which 
has grounded Eastern Air Lines, 
the nation’s busiest air carrier. 


The new figure was James R. 
Hoffa, contreversial and powerful 
leader of the monolithic Team- 
sters’ Union: He revealed the 
teamsters are giving the engi- 
neers ‘‘moral and financial help in 
their dispute with Eastern.” And 
engineers President George RK. 
Petty Jr. said he had a promise 
that Teamster-driven trucks would 
not cross the union’s picket lines 
to deliver gasoline to Eastern 
planes. .

James C. Turner, chief of fire 
control for the Georgia Forestry 
Commission, said the rains had 
reduced any possibility of fires In 
north Georgia in the next few 
days. 


NONE CRITICAL 


“There are no counties with 
critical fire situations now,”’ Tur- 
ner said. “The critical conditions 
in middle and northwest Georgia 
have been eased.” 


Turner said the emergency fire 
prevention law banning outdoor 
fires invoked Monday by State 
Forestry Director Guyton De- 
Loach would remain in effect 
pending the outcome of the weath- 
er situation. 

DeLoach invoked the ban after 
368 forest fires were reported 
over the weekend. 

300 ACRES 

Five fires were brought under 
control Monday night after de- 
stroying timber on nearly 300 
acres in northwest Georgia. Four 
of the fires were on Little Sand 


Mountain, the other on Lookout 


Mountain.

For Union 


Is Upheld 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP)—The 
U.S. 6th Circuit Court of Appeals 
today upheld a lower court deci- 


sion that said the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen and Engine- | 
men have the sole right to deter- 
mine whom it should admit to 
membership. #¢ 


The opinion was given in an ap- 
peal of Lee Oliphant and 13 others, 
Negro firemen, who said they 
were denied membership. The un- 
ion’s constitution limits member- 
ship to applicants who are “white | 
born.” 


U.S. Dist. Judge Paul Jones | 
made the decision which the ap- 
pellate court upheld. 


His ruling was that “the broth- 
erhood is a private association 
whose membership policies are its 
own affair, and this is not an ap- 
propriate case for interposition of | 
judicial control.” 


“Inasmuch as racial exclusion 
from public schools is inherently 
a denial of the equal protection 
of the laws guaranteed by the 
14th Amendment” it follows that 
denial of membership in the union 
is incompatible. with the Fifth 
Amendment, the appellants said. 


The appellate court limited its 
consideration to the contention 
of Oliphant that exclusion from 
membership in the collective bar- 
gaining representative would be a 
denial of their rights as a matter 
of law.

most of his life out of doors. Roy was one of | 
those fellows who walked alone on many wilder- 
ness treks, with only a pack sack on his back.

One night he was sitting cross-leggcd before 
his tiny campfire. He was in a remote section of 
the Great Smoky Mountains, many years before 
it assumed the civilized status of a national 
park.

If the time had 
been four or five thousand years earlier, he'd 
have probably jumped for the branches of the | 
nearest tree. In those modern times, he never 
missed a draw of his pipe or took his hands 
away from the tiny flames of his fire. He | 
cotildn’t see beyond the circle of light, or even | 
hear a stealthy step in the darkness, but he | 
remained alert for a few minutes while the sen- 
sation stayed with him. 


The next morning after breakfast, with the 
experience of the evening before still vivid, he 
scouted around the spot where he’d sat beside his 
campfire. Thirty or 40 feet away, in the soft 
earth beside a small rivulet, he found his answer 
in the spread of a big bobcat track. Roy fig- 
ured that the cat’s curiosity had lured it to the 
campfire. It had crouched beside the trickle of 
stream, staring at him across the narrow space 
until his blood ran cold. Not another one of his 
senses had given him any warning.

MACON—Georzia is certainly not on the level, but 
it is a pretty stable state at that.

The crew, which operates under 
the direction of Spellman J, Diez, 
goes out every morning to run 
their level lines. This is done 
with the use of a sensitive spirit 
level with a_ telescopic sight 
which the “instrument man” 
sights in first on one graduated 
rod and then another. 


SMALL ERROR 

The difference in the readings 
gives the change—up or down— 
of the terrain between the two 
rods.

Are you having trouble since your gallbladder was 
taken out? In former days many people were just as 
unhappy after that operation as before. That was often 


the case, because the gallbladder 
was not really the cause of their 
digestive disturbances. 


Now this failure to make the 
correct diagnosis was in most 
cases not yet the fault of the 
doctor. He did not have the ad- 
vantage of a special test to show 


the gallbladder and its contents. 


This test is called the Graham- 


‘3 Cole test from the names of the 


two physicians who devised it.

It has been a great boon to the 
diagnosis of gallbladder disease 
supplementing the clinical data 
upon which we used to depend 


entirely. These clinical data are 
usually pain in the right upper 


quadrant of the abdomen, often 


felt also beneath the right shoul- 


’ 


der blade, sometimes accom- 


| panied by nausea and vomiting. 


But the Graham-Cole test actu- 
ally visualizes the gallbladder and 
if it contains stones, they too are 
seen. 


Now if we know that the gall- 
bladder is an unhealthy one, it 
is usually because it contains 
stones. So, its removed and an 
adequate convalescence should 
restore the patient to good 
health as far as his digestive 
tract is concerned. 


But doctors and patients are 
sometimes troubled by what is 
medically known as a_ post-cho- 
lecystectomy syndrome. That 
formidable phrase when taken 
apart means a group of troubles 
(syndrome) following the removal 
(-ectomy) of the gallbladder 
(cholecyst-).

Here again surgery can 
help by repairing the damage 
done. 


The other reason for postopera- 
tive symptoms is much more fre 
quently found and is due to func- 
tional disturbances, either in the 
muscular ring which closes off the

bladder was attached or else- 
where in the digestive tract. For 
those troubles there is definite 
medical help.

State Eventually Might Save 
$6 Million, Forrester Says 


By CHARLES MOORE 
A legislative subcommittee’s recommendation that 
the state save millions of dollars by utilizing more fully 
the work of prisoners needs only one of two things to 
get it adopted, said the director of the Department of 


Corrections Wednesday. 


They are money to put some 
programs into operation, and in- 
terest of other departments of the 
state to use what the prisoners 
make, John Morgan (Jack) For- 
rester said. 


Georgia could save $1.7 million 
a year if state agencies would 
use convict-made school desks 
and chairs, paint, sanitary sup- 
plies and metal signs and convict 
book repair and rebinding serv-

Officials stressed the point that 
they are engaged in a complete 
revision and recodification of in- 
surance laws that probably will 
stand for 15 to 25 years. 


If any citizen has complaints 
about the present laws, then, it is 
particularly important that he 
make his feelings known at the 
upcoming hearings, they said. 


GENERAL ASSEMBLY 


The committee will present its 
findings to the January-February 
session of the General Assembly. 


The study was approved by the 
Legislature in 1958 at a time when 
Zack Cravey, comptroller general 
and insurance commissioner, was 
under heavy criticism for approv- 
ing rate increases on fire and 
automobile liability insurance. 

The committee is studying all 
phases of the insurance laws, 
however.

25 PCT. SAVING 


“It has been estimated that 
approximately 25 per cent of all 
state construction costs can be 
saved by the utilization of this 
tremendous labor pool,” the re- 
port stated. 


And not only would the state 
benefit by gainfully using its 
9,400 prisoners, an all-time record 
number, Forrester said, but so- 
| ciety in general. 


For most of .the men in the 
state prisons are unskilled labor- 
ers. In the building programs 
now being done, they learn such 
trades as carpentry, masonry and 
electricity. 


Thus when they are released, 
they can earn a living honestly, 
many for the first time, Forrester 
said. 


PRINTING EQUIPMENT 


The Corrections department has 
the equipment to do almost all 
state printing ‘everything but 
checks and pardons—‘‘such things 
we don’t want the prisoners to 
get their hands on,” Forrester 
said). 


However, the department does 
only its own printing and a little 
for the Pardon and Parole Board. 
For about $100,000, the Correc- 
tions department could make 
every drop of paint used by the 
state, as do Virginia, North Caro- 
lina, Maryland and Tennessee 
prison departments. 


There is no estimate on how 
much this would save the state 
but it would end controversies 
such as have arisen around the 
purchase of center-line paint for 
the State Highway department. 


With “a little equipment” 
its Waycross branch, the Cor- 
rections department could make 
all the concrete pipe used by the 
Highway department. 


By buying equipment to make 
bars, state prisoners could make 
all the soap used by state agen- 
cies. They already make liquid 
soap.

UNIVERSITY MEMBER 


Much of the success of the 
center is due to the fact that 
it is an integral part of the uni- 
versity. The university’s schools 
and colleges assist with the ex- 
panding program through planning 
and staff participztion. Faculty | pump 
members teach many of the short 
courses and prepare special ma- 
terials and study aids. 


The center’s policy in planning 
programs is not to reach into thin 
air, grasp an idea, and 
somebody will enroll. Most of the 
work is done through organiza- 
tions such as teachers, public offi- 
cials, dentists, accountants, law- 
yers, editors, bankers, poultry- 
men, tax assessors, church 
groups and women’s clubs. Other 
programs are aimed at well-de- 
fined interest groups such as 
garden club members, recreation 
leaders and drug store operators.

Hundreds of misdemeanor and | 
felony cases are marked 
“cleared” each year, although no 
one goes to jail. 

The reason: Victims in many 
cases suddenly decide they do 
not wish to prosecute the offender. 


In such instances police officers’ 
hands become legally tied. Such 
cases of the “unwilling prosecu- 
tor” wastes a vast amount of the 
Atlanta Police Department’s time. 


FAMILY DIFFICULTIES 

Most common cases involving 
“the unwilling prosecutor” are 
wife-beating incidents and other 
domestic squabbles. But larcenies, 
assaults, burglaries and robberies 
often, when solved, end in the 
laps of the victims who decide 
they do not wish to prosecute. 


Detectives investigating one 
beating case found the wife's 
eyes blackened and heavy lash 
marks across her back. Her 
drunken husband was arrested on 
her complaint. In court next day, 
however, the court got a different 
story from that the wife told po 
lice before they arrested her 
mate. 


When the judge informed her 
she could elect whether to testify 
against the husband, she replied: 

“Well, thank you, your honor. 
I don’t wish to speak out in public 
about my husband, so I will not 
testify. After all, he only beats 
me when he’s drunk. And he’s 
only drunk two or three times a 


week!” 
WHY THE REFUSALS? 
Victims of crimes are moti-| 
vated not to prosecute the guilty 
for a number of reasons: 
1. The amount of time which 
would be consumed in court. 
2. Embarrassment. 


3. Ignorance of court proce 
dures. 


4. They are afraid to say any- 
thing which will become perma- 
nent public record. 


5. They may feel that enough 
damage has already been done 


by the mere fact that police have

In many store larceny cases 
the firm asks that the case be 
closed when detectives recover 
the stolen merchandise and find 
the thief is a veteran employe 
of the store. 


5 ROBBERS FREED 


Last weekend two robbery cases 
were solved here with the arrest 
of five persons who freely ad- 
mitted the crimes. Police had 
enough evidence to induce any 
jury to put them behind bars. The 
maximum penalties could have 
been death, since both robberies 
involved the use of weapons 
against victims. 


Both robberies were described 
as “‘perfect open and shut” cases 
by Lt. R. F. Jordan head of the 
detective robbery squad. But the 
robbers were all released from 
jail to return to the streets to 
rob again, when the victims re- 
fused to prosecute in fear of 
jeopardizing their reputations if 
the cases were tried in court. 


Police confiscated money stolen 
by the robbers and returned it to 
the victims. Blackjacks and other 
equipment were impounded. Then 
the robbers were set free. 


BEATEN, ROBBED 


Two of the robbers, who joked 
about what they had done, were 
17 years old. One was 15, an- 
other was 18, another 19. Three 
of them were caught by police 
minutes after a young college 
professor was beaten and robbed 
on the terrace of a hotel. The 
professor was seriously wounded 
we he was bludgeoned on the 


The capture was an example of 
quick, efficient police action. A 
detective who spied them beating 
the professor fired at them as 
they escaped in a bullet-punctured 
car. Seven blocks away, police 
blocked the fleeing car and 
nabbed the teen-age hoodlums.

Such cases become officially 
“cleared” on police record. 
Everyone — except the police— 
forgets that any crime has been 
committed. In many cases, the 
perpetrators commit the same 
crime over and over again by 
choosing as their prey only “un- 
willing prosecutors.” 


Police are relieved of responsi- 
bility as soon as the victim certi- 
fies he does not wish to prosecute. 
The victim so states by affixing 
his signature to the police depart- 
ment’s official report of the case.

Wilkes Egg Output 
Tops 75,000 Monthly

WASHINGTON, Ga. — Wilkes 


County has now gone into the 
egg producing business in a big 
way, with an approximate out- 
put of 75,000 dozen per month,

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chickens that lay eggs selling for $2.50. 


Not $2.50 a dozen, but $2.50 
each. A dozen eggs bring $2. 
His trade secret is color. 


Stewart Guyton, who lives on 
the Cassville road, five miles 
north of Cartersville, is raising 
rare Araucana chickens, which 
lay eggs with pastel - colored 
shells. 


“There's no dye, food coloring, 
paints or gimmicks of any kind,” 
says Guyton. The eggs are col- 
ored by nature. 


Sometimes called the “Easter 
egg chicken,” the Araucana 
chicken was discovered in South 
America several years ago by a 
stranded sea captain, whose sur- 


vival depended largely on the 


colored eggs. 


This breed lays eggs with 
shells that are pink, light green, 
tan, turquoise blue and pale red. 


According to Guyton, the Arau- 
cana hen can lay eggs of only 
one shell color, but a blue egg 
may hatch into a chicken that 
can lay eggs of another color. 


The Araucana is very similar 
to the average barnyard fowl. 
With the exception of being light- 
er in weight than they appear, 


_—— ——_—— 


there is no marked distinction in 
appearance between this chicken 
and any other until the hen lays | 
the hued egg. 


Accused by some of his friends 
of feeding the chickens food col- | 
oring, Guyton replied that “as. 
far as I know, there is no way to | 
color a hen’s egg through feed- 
ing.” |

The Bartow County part-time 
farmer (he works at the Good- 
year Mill in Cartersville) paid $75 
for a hen and a rooster to start | 
his flock. He later added more | 
hens, and recently has hatched | 
eight more eggs. He now has 50 | 
eggs under sitting hens, hens of 
another breed. | 


Guyton says he is using anoth- 
er breed to hatch the eggs be- 
cause “when the Araticana is 
sitting, she’s not sitting.” He ex- 
plains: 


“While other hens confine 
themselves to nests to sit upon 
their eggs, the Araucana, after 
laying her egg, scoops down and 
gathers the egg in her wings, 
warming it between her wings 
and body while she walks about 
the barnyard.”’

Repair work has been going on 
at the Capitel for about a year 
and a half. It has included re- 
modeling of offices, painting the 
interior in pastels and gold, and 
replacing the dome. 


The Capitol was constructed 
some 75 years ago under a mil- 
lion- dollar appropriation. The 
commission charged with super- 
vising the work proudly turned 
back to the state $13 left over 
from the work. 


CLOSED TO PUBLIC 


However, they apparently took 
a short-cut with the dome. Until 
the recent repair work, the dome 
was built completely of tin and 
has been in such dangerous state 
of repair that it was closed to the 
public. 


The present work is costing 
more than a million and a quar- 
ter dollars. The dome accounts 
for more than half of that. 


It will probably be several 
months before all of the work is 
completed and the Hall of Fame 
is formally opened in the Capitol 
rotunda, Fortson said.

Those churches which do 
hold services of Thanksgiving are sparse- 

ly attended. A handful of the congtega- 
tion turns out, usually the older per- 
sons and those who miss no services of 
worship.

There are 
no graves from starvation and scurvy 
about us. There is no terror left from 
the rigors of the past winter. There is no 
rejoicing that the forest no longer con- 
tains enemies, but friends. There is no 
feeling that God has saved us from dis-

Pressure’s on Congress 
For Inflation Controls 


Some economic experts are predict- 
ing that inflation will have a top place 
on the agenda of the new Congress. This 
very well might be true if the business 
upswing produces another pronounced 
increase in prices. 

This new Congress is expected «o be 
a free-spending one but at the same time 
its Democratic majority doesn’t ‘ike the 
inflation label. More government :pend- 
ing with a rising business trend together 
with plentiful and cheap credit spells 
exactly that. But the Democrats say they 
want stable prices and will take steps to 
get them. 

Studying the situation next month will 
be the Joint Economic Committee, of 
which Rep. Patman (D-Tex.) is chair- 
man. It will hold hearings on the rela- 
tionship of prices to economic stability 
and growth. 

Ideas now being tossed around in- 
clude amending the Employment Act of 
1946 so that the federal government will 
be committed not only to creating and 
maintaining “conditions which will pro- 
mote maximum employment, production 
and purchasing power” but to doing this 
at stable prices. 

Indirect controls through joint labor- 
management boards, direct price controls, 
a system of sliding tax rates to vary with 
economic trends and credit curbs are all 
under discussion. 

Whatever Congress does will depend 
upon a new upward spiral in inflation. 
If that occurs, action seems indicated.

WASHINGTON—The

tration again is reducing the. armed forces in 

the face of what is responsibly admitted here 

to be a hardening line by the Russian and Chinese Communists all 
across the world. The Pentagon, under orders from President Ei- 
senhower, is cutting military manpower by 70,000 to a total force, 
for all services combined, of 2,525,000 or less. 


Does this inevitably mean less 
actual firepower? On this point 
there is endless and insoluble 
argument. Some experts contend 
we are “getting more bang for 
a buck by streamlining the 
forces.” 


Other experts retort that this 
slogan is as nonsensical as it is 
in poor taste. 

What is clear beyond any dis- 
pute, however — indeed what is 
freely conceded—is all the follow- 


g: 

Nikita Khrushchev, the Soviet 
dictator, is moving his policies 
back toward the sullen menace 
of the old Stalin days. We know 
it to be a fact that “toughness”’ 
is succeeding a comparatively 
long period of relative relaxation 
in the Kremlin. Chillingly, we 
don’t know why; we don’t even 
have a good educated guess. 

The consensus still is that Khru- 
shchevy does not want war—not, 
at any rate, for two or three 
years. .After that period his inter- 
continental ballistic missiles ~ 
weapons capable of traveling 5,000 
miles or more and leaving un- 
speakable destruction at the end 
of the line—will be in ‘‘operation- 
al numbers.” That is, he will 
have many of them. Already, he 


has tested a number—more than 
a handful; less than 20. 


All the same, even now the 
Russians are putting on the pres- 
sure across many seas—and in- 
side the Soviet Union as well as 
outside. 

There is danger to free-world 
interests from Iraq in the Middle 
East to Venezuela and the Argen- 
tine in South America — not to 
mention from Pakistan to Indo- 
china to Indonesia to Formosa in 
the Far East. Communist sub- 
version is, quite frankly, doing 
all too well in many places, and 
we know it. 

The Russians at the same time 
are seen as having all but aban- 
doned their long clamor to force 
us into so-called nuclear ‘‘dis- 
armament” that would leave the 
essential power balance tipped on 
their side. Why they have done 
so is another in a long list of 
sinister enigmas. 

We know only that on the most 
hopeful possible estimate we are 
entering a period of vast anger 
for the next two or three years. 
And if all goes in the best pos- 
sible way beyond this time we 
sha'l confront many years—and 
perhaps decades — of exhausting 
and perilous cold war.

I’ve seen ads for batteries cost- 
ing $15 that have the same 
48-month guarantee as some $30 
batteries. What's the differ- 
ence? Mr. H. K., Winsten-Sa- 
lem, North Carolina. 


A. The difference in the cost 
of the two batteries, is prob- 
ably due to the different types 
of material of which cases are 
made, the material in the sepa- 
rators that divide the positive 
and negative plates, and per- 
haps in the size and thickness 


of the plates. 


These are all things you 
can’t see just by looking at 
the battery, and with a 4- 
month guarantee for both, you 
probably can’t figure any réa- 
son why you shouldn’t buy the 
cheaper one. Maybe you should 
—but not on the basis of price 
alone. There are other factors 
that need to be considered. 


First of all, there’s the guar- 
antee. Both these batteries prob- 
ably have nearly the same per- 
formance ability when they are 


new, but the more expensive | 


battery will probably produce 
the amount of electricity 
claimed for it a good while 


longer than will the cheaper | 


battery. 


HOW GUARANTEES WORK 


But doesn’t the guarantee 
cover this? Not to the extent 
you might imagine. Actually a 
battery guarantee is a pro rata 
warranty. In most cases a bat-

West Trade 


A development with po- 
tentially serious consequences 
is Red China’s price-cutting 
spree in Southeast Asia and 
Africa, Some Chinese exports 
sell for as much as 60 per 
cent less than similar West- 
ern products, reports @ 
NANA correspondent just re- 
turned from five weeks in 
China in this fifth of a series 
of 10 articles.

HONG KONG, Nov. 26 — Chen 
Ming laughed heartily when t 
asked him to comment on the 
fears expressed in the West that 
China is fast becoming the “new 
Japan,” dumping cheap goods on 
world markets. 

Chen Ming, -who once was a 
‘“‘capitalist"—he operated an im- 
port-export firm in Hong Kong— 
is the man in the Ministry of 
Foreign Trade responsible for 
dealing. with non-Communist coun- | 
tries. “The new Japan?” he re- 
peated. “Don’t worry about com- 
petition from us. We do not pro- 
duce for purposes of export. Ja- 
pan is a country that has had to 
live on foreign trade.”’ 

But Western businessmen and 
embassy officials with whom I 
have spoken tell a different story. | 
They already see a serious eco- 
nomic invasion from China, par- | 
ticularly in southeast Asia, and | 
also in Africa. Over the last year | 
Chinese exports of textiles, ce- 
ment, sheet glass, rubber tires, 
rubber shoes and other consumer 
items have been building up fast 
in Indonesia, Malaya, Vietnam, 
Hong Kong, to the degree where 
Japan is now badly hit. Britain 
is also beginning to suffer. A 
British bicycle in Kuala Lumpur 
sells for $35; a Chinese bicycle 
sells for $14. 


BIKE COST $70 


The same Chinese bicycle costs | 
a man in Shanghai or Peiping| 
$70. Even accounting for a large | 
state markup inside the country 
(wholesale - retail margins are 
never revealed) the Chinese gov- 
ernment is probably selling below | 
cost in the outside world. 

There are three motives: 

1. An urgent need for foreign | 
currency. 

2. An attempt to knock Japan, 
now the object of a bitter propa- 
ganda campaign for “toeing the 
line of American imperialism,” 
out of Asian markets. 

3. An effort to extend political 
influence in non-Communist coun- 
tries. 

On the political front, China 
has embarked on its own foreign 
aid program, despite an insati- 
able demand for development at 
home. It has helped the Bur- 
mese build a cotton textile mill, 
supplying the complete equip- 
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ment and specialists. So far the 
program has been modest, but it 
is growing. In the Yemen, Chi- 
nese engineers are directing the | 
construction of. highways and fac- 
tories. In Cambodia they are de-
